Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  paj'Tnents  in  OctolDer, 
totaling  1,^96  million  dollars,  was  33  percent  higher  than  the  1,126  million 
dollars  received  in  October  19^0  ?nd  wag  up  slightly  more  than  seasonally 
from  the  1,326  million  dollars  estimated  for  September,    Income  from  all 
groups  of  fajrm  products  continued  to  total  substantially  higher  than  a,  year 
earlier,  with  returns  from  v/heat,  soybeans,  and  truck  crops  recording  the 
greatest  percentage  increases.    Because  of  unfavorable  threshing  conditions 
in  many  areas  in  the  Great  Plains,  wheat  is  moving  to  market  later  than 
usual  this  year  and  considerable  quantities  were  sold  or  placed  under  loan 
during  October,    Truck  crop  production  this  fall  is  slightly  smaller  than  a 
year  earlier,  but  prices  are  shaarply  higher  and  income  in  October  was  nearly 
50  percent  higher  than  in  October  last  year.    Government  payments  increased 
from  September  to  October  but  continued  lower  than  a  year  ea.rlier.  Payments 
in  October  totaled  hj>  million  dollars  compared  v;ith  JS  million  dollars  in 
October  last  year  and  28  million  dollars  in  September. 

Eor  the  first  10  months  of  19^1  cash  income  and  Government  pajonents 
totaled  9>1S6  million  dollars  compared  v;ith  7j315  million  dollars  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  19^0.     Incom.e  from  fa.rm  marketings,  totaling  8,752 
million  dollars,  was  3I  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Income  from  all 
the  major  groups  of  farm  products  so  fa^r  in  19^1  has  tot.aled  more  than  in 
the  same  period  of  19^0  but  the  greatest  increases  have  been  in  returns  from 
cotton  and  cottonseed,  meat  animals,  and  poultry  and  eggs.    Government  pay- 
ments so  far  in  I9U1  have  totaled  only  U3I4-  million  dollars  compared  with 
617  million  dollars  from  January  to  October  last  year.

After  ad-justnent  for  the  usual  seasonal  variations,  cash  income  from 
farm  marketings  in  Octolier  amo^onted  to  112.5  percent  of  the  192^29  average 
compared  iirith  110.0  in  September  and  30.5       OctolDer  Isst  :/ear.     Income  from 
nea-rly  all  groups  of  farm  products  was  slightly  higher  in  Octoher  thaja  in 
September  if  the  usufil  seasonal  changes  are  taken  into  acco^ant,  "but  much 
greater  than  seasonal  increases  in  income  were  recorded  for  soyheajis,  pea.- 
nuts,  and  several  of  the  fruit  cro;:Ds  v/hich  vrere  Just  "beginning  to  move  to 
ma.rket  in  volume  in  October.  .... 

Since  the  cotton  and  tobacco  crops  have  moved  to  market  somewhat 
earlier  than  usual,  and  a  large  part  of  the  nea.r-reocrd  wheat  crop  has  been 
marketed  or  placed  under  loan,  it  is  q-aite  probable  that  income  from  crops 
v;ill  decline  more  than  seasonally  from  the  peak:  reached  in  October,  The 
trend  of  income  from  livestock  will  depend  to  some  extent  upon  the  volume 
of  livestock  which  is  sold  from  the  far  Western  States  ajid  the  proportion  of 
the  spring  pig  crop  which  will  be  held  over  into  the  next  calendar  ;'ear  to 
be  fed  to  herivier  weights.    Present  indications,  however,  are  that  returns 
from  livestock  ajid  livestock  products  may  make  about  the  usual  seasonal 
changes  from  their  present  levels.    These  'rjrospective  returns  from  market- 
ings, .together  with  some  further  increase  in  G-overnmont  payments  in  prospect, 
indicate  tnat  the  total  cash  farm  income  for  the  year  will  be  at  least  equal

In  many  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  States  income  wa.s  onlj  slightly  higher  thaji  a 
year  earlier  as  ms,rketings  of  both  ca.ttle  a.nd  lambs  from  this  area,  v/ere

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most  of  tlie  South  Central  States  was  sharply  higher  as  marketings  of  cotton 
from  this  area  were  up  sharply  from  a  year  earlier  when  the  crop  was  rela- 
tively late.    The  relatively  early  marketing  of  flue-cured  tobacco  was  an 
important  factor  in  the  sharp  increase  in  income  in  Uorth  Carolina  and 
Virginia,  and  the  heavy  movement  of  wheat  from  Missouri  and  Kansas  greatly 
increased  the  income  in  this  area  over  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

The  increase  in  cash  farm  income  including  Government  pajTnents  in 
the  various  regions  ranged  from  32  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  to 
85  percent  in  the  South  Central  region,  and  amounted  to  37  percent  in  the 
East  North  Central  and  V'est  North  Central  districts,  3^  percent  in  the 
Western  area,  and  Ub  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  area,    For  the  United 
States  as  a  whole  income  from  farm  marketings  was  52  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  hut  G-overnment  payments  totaled  somewhat  less  than  in  September 
last  year,   so  that  cash  farm  income  including  G-overnment  payments  v/as  up  only 
U6  percent. 

The  increase  in  income  from  August  to  September  was  greater  than  usual 
in  all  of  the  major  geographic  regions  e:ccept  the  West  North  Central  region. 
In  this  region  income  usually  declines  from  August  to  September  and  the  de- 
cline this  year  ws.s  larger  than  usual.    Income  for  the  region  as  a  whole, 
however,  remained  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier  because  of  the  heavy 
movement  of  wheat  from  this  area.    Income  increased  somewhat  more  tha-n  usual 
in  both  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions  as  a  result  of  the 
earlier  movement  of  cotton  and  tobacco, 

for  the  first  9  months  of  l^i+l  income  in  all  Str,.tes  except  Maine 
has  totaled  more  then  in  the  corresponding  period  of  19^0  (see  map  on  cover 
pa,ge).    The  greatest  increases  in  income  hove  been  in  some  of  the  lov/er 
Mississippi  Valley  and  Southern  G-reat  Plains  States  vrhere  crop  conditions 
were  relatively  favorable  and  marketings  in  recent  months  have  been  un- 
usually large.    The  greatest  increases  have  been  in  Mississippi,  Arkansas, 
Texa,s,  cjid  Kansas,     In  all  of  these  States  income  from  crops  has  increa.sed 
much  more  thfiji  income  from  livestock  ojid  livestock  products.     The  States  in 
the  North  Atlantic  region  hs-ve  shovm  the  smallest  increase  in  income  over 
last  year.    Returns  from  dairy  and  poultry  products  have  increased  less  in 
this  region  than  in  most  of  the  remaining  regions  of  the  country,  and  income 
from  potatoes  and  fruits,  v/hich  are  major  crops  in  this  area,,  has  been  about 
the  sajne  as  during  the  same  period  last  year,  if  not  smaller.     In  Maine, 
potatoes  are  the  major  source  of  income,  cjid  lower  prices  of  potatoes  this 
yeo.r  largely  account  for  the  decline  in  income  in  that  State, 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  ojid  &overnnent  payments  in  September 
were  32  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  v.-ith  about  the  some  percentage 
increase  in  income  from  crops  as  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 
.Sharp  increases  in  returns  from  fruits  ajid  truck  crops  accounted  for  the 
major  part  of  the  increa.se  in  the  income  from  crops,  whereas  income  from 
nea.rly  all  types  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  v/as  considera,bly  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    The  increa„ses  in  income  in  the  various  States  ranged 
from  11  percent  in  Maine  to  h2  percent  in  Connecticut.     G-overnment  pa-yments 
during  September  also  were  sharplj^  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  this  region. 
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During  the  first  9  months  of  19^-1  income  for  the  region  as  a  vrhole 
was  up  ih  percent  over  the  corresponding  months  of  19'-rO.    In  Maine  and 
Connecticut  income  from  crops  totalled  somewhat  less  than  a  year  earlier,  hut 
in  the  remaining  States  income  from  crops  was  larger  than  in  19^0.  Income 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  somewhat  higher  thsji  a  year  earlier 
in  all  Sta,tes. 

Bast  North  Central  Region 

In  Septemher  income  hoth  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  this  region  was  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  Sta,tes, 
The  increases  in  income  ranged  from  32  percent  in  Michigan  to        percent  in 
Indiana.    Although  nearly  all  major  crops  in  this  rjrea  recorded  increases 
in  income,   the  greatest  increases  were  from  truck  crops,  peaches,  and  dry 
edihle  "beans.     Income  from  hogs  was  nearly  tvjice.  as  high  e.s  in  Septemher 
19^0,  and  income  from  other  meat  animals  and  poultry  an.d  dairy  products  was 
also  considerahly  higher  than,  a  yea^r  earlier. 

For  the  first  9  months  of  19^1  income  from  crops  in  this  region  was 
only  9  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  G-overnment  payments  were  only 
ahout  tv;o  thirds  as  large,  hut  income  from  livestock  totaled  32  percent  more 
than  in  the  first  9  months  of  last  yea.r.     Income  in  the  region  as  a  whole 
V7a,s  up  22  percent.    The  increases  in  income  ranged  from  18  percent  in  Illinois, 
where  income  from  crops  v;as  relatively  low  "because  of  the  decreased  sales  of 
corn,  to  31  percent  in  Wisconsin,  where  returns  from  dairy  products  ha.ve  in- 
creased somewhat  more  than  for  the  region  a.s  a  whole. 

^^est  1^0 rth  Central  Region 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  this  region  in  Septemher  v/a.s  U2 
percent  higher  than  a  year  ea,rlier  hut  G-overnment  payments  were  less  than 
half  as  la.rge  as  in  Septemher  last  yea.r,   so  that  income  including  G-overnment 
payments  was  up  37  percent.     Increases  in  income  ranged  from  5  percent  in 
North  Dakota  tn  70  percent  in  Kansas.    In  North  Dakota  income  from  crops  in 
Septemher  was  lower  than  a  yea„r  earlier  a.s  unf a^voraJble  weather  for  tlrrosh— 
ing  a.nd  limited  storage  space  have  retarded  the  movement  of  the  wheat  crop 
to  market  or  into  loan.     Income  from  crops  in  Minnesota  also  v/a.s  lower  than 
a,  yea,r  eaxlier  heca.use  of  the  smaller  income  from  grains  and  potatoes. 

From  January  to  Septemher  ca.sh  income  from  fa.rm  marketings  v/as  ^0 
percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier  hut  G-overnment  pa.yments  have  heen  con- 
siderahly  smaller,   so  thr.it  income  including  Government  payments  vj-a^s  up  only 
22  percent.     The  increases  in  income  ranged  from  10  and  11  percent  in 
Nehraska  and  Minnesota^  to  ^7  percent  in  Zansa„s.     The  smaller  increases  in 
income  in  Behraska„  and  Minnesota,  were  partly  the  result  of  the  sharp  decline 
in  G-overnment  pajnnents  from  a  yea,r  earlier.    Despite  the  la.rge  wheat  crop 
in  North  Dakota,  income  from  crops  through  Septemher  was  only  7  percent  larger 
than  from  January  to  Sept.emher  last  year  a-s  the  movement  of  crops  to  market 
this  yeaur  is  later  than  usual. 

South  Atlantic  Region 


Returns  from  farm  marketings  ajid  G-overnment  payments  in  this  region 
dijring  Septemher  were  U6  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  increases

ranging  from  3  percent  in  '"'est  Virginia  to  35  percent  in  North  Carolina. 
In  'Virginia  and  North  Carolina  returns  from  tobacco  were  much  larger  than 
a  year  earlier  and  _  accounted  for  a  large  ps-rt  of  the  increase  in  income  in 
these  States.    The  relatively  low  level  of  income  in  '//est  Virginia  resulted 
largely  from  the  smaller  sales  of  cattle  in  Septemher  this  year. 

From  January  through  Septemoer  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  v/as 
2S  percent  ahove  a  year  earlier,  and  income  including  Government  payments 
was  up  25  percent.    The  increases  ranged  from  S  percent  in  Georgia  r^jid  9  per- 
cent in  IVest  Virginia  to  52  percent  in  .North  Carolina,  and  for  all  the  re- 
maining St;:tes  the  increase' was  from  20  to  25  percent.     In  'A^est  Virginia  a 
decline  in  the  returns  from  grains  and,  fruits  nearly  offset  the  increase  in 
income  from  other  crops..,  and  the  total  income  from  crops  wns  only  9  perc-mt 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.     The  increase  in  returns  from  livestock  also  was  , 
less  than  in  other  Stptes  of. the  region  because  of  the  relatively  small  sales 
of  cattle.     In  Georgia  weather  conditions  have  restricted  crop  production 
somewhat  this  year,  and  returns  of  crops  have  "been  somewhc-.t  smaller  than  in 
surroxmding  Stc-tes.     Government  payments  in  Georgia  also  have  heen  consider- 
<aDly  lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  partially  account  for  the  relatively  low 
level  of  income. 

South  Central  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  this  region  during  Septemher  v/as  more 
than  twice  as  large  .'-s  a  year  earlier,  and  income  including  Government  pay- 
ments was  85  percent  higher.    Returns  from  crops  ^^^ere  2-1/2  times  as  great  as 
in  Septemhor  last  year,  when  marketings  were  rel.'  tively  small  "because  of  the 
lateness  of  the  cotton  crop.    The  increase  in  total  income  over  a  year  earlier 
ranged  from  U9  percent  in  Louisiana  to  lUg  percent  in  Mississippi. 

For  the  first  9  mrnths  of  this  year  income  has  increased  in  this  region 
more  than  in  any  other  geographical  division.     Income  from  marketings  during 
this  period  totaled  5I  percent  more  "tht^Ji  a  year  earlier,  and  income  including 
•Government  payments  was  up  37  percent.    However,  income  in  this  region  last 
year  vras  relatively  lew  hecause  of  the  sm.all  returns  from  cotton,   and  income 
this  year  is  more  nearly  in  its  usual  relationship  tn  the  rest  of  the  United 
States.    All  States  cf  the  region  have  shared  in  the  increase  in  farm  income, 
the  increases  in  income  including  Government  payments  ranging  from  I5  percent 
in  Kentucky  and  Louisiana  to  53  percent  in  Arkansas. 


''.'fe stern  Region 

Income  in  this  region  during  Septemher  reflected  the  relatively  small 
marketings  of  livestock  in  several  of  the  range  States  and  the  marked  increase 
in  returns  from  fruits  and  truck  crops  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States.  In 
Mont.ana  and  Idnho  income  was  relatively  high  o.s  returns  from  hoth  crops  and 
livestock  v/ere  somewhat  higher  than  a  "ear  earlier.    Income  also  v.ras  up  sharp- 
ly in  ^fashington,  Oregon,  and  California,  where  the  marked  incre.'  se  in  re- 
turns from  crops  was  accompanied  "by  a  substantial  increase  in  returns  from 
livestock.     Total  income  for  the  region  including  Government  payments  was  38 
percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  the  increases  ranging  from  3  percent 
in  New  Mexico. to  76  percent  in  Nevada, 
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Income  from  both  -crops  and  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  this 
region  during  the  first  9  months  of  I9U1  totaled  suhstantially  mere  than  a 
year  earlier.    However,  C-overnment  payments  \v;ere  som:ewhat  smaller,  "but  in- 
come including  G-o'vernment  payments  was  up  25  -percent:.    The  Increase  in  income 
ranged  from  11  percent  i'n      oiling  to  Uo  perceixt  in  Arizona.;    The  increase  in 
returns  from,  livestock  and  livestock  products?  was  co.-nsidera;TDly  smaller  in 
Wyoming  than-  in  any  other  State  in  the  regioh,

The  total  volume  of  agriciiltural  production  in  19^1  is  expected  to 
reach  an  all-time  record  and  to  "be  o^rer  3  percent  higher  than  in  19^0,  This 
preliminary''  estimate  for  19^1  is  based  xmon  proba,ble  marketings  of  crops  from 
the  production  indicated  by.  the  November  1  crop  report  and  marketings  of 
livestock  and  livestock  products  during  the  first  10  months  of  the  year.  The 
index  of  the  volume  of  agricultural  production  is  a  me..sure  of  the  auantities 
of  farm  products  produced  for  sale  or  for  consumption  in  farm  homes. 

It  now  appears  probable  that  the  volume  of  meat  animals,  dairy  products, 
poultry  products,  and  fruits,  produced  in  19^1,  will  establish  new  high  re- 
cords for  these  groups  of  commodities,  that  the  production  of  grains  will  be 
the  largest  since  I92O,  and  the  production  of  truck  crops  will  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  record  production  of  last  ycar«    Cotton,  tobacco,  peanuts,  and 
sugarbeets,  are  the  only  important  crops  for  which  production  in  19^1  is  ex- 
pected to  be  materially  lower  than  in  19^0,    Index  numbers  of  the- volume  of 
agricultur  .il  production  for  principal  groups  of  farm  products  from  I9IO 
through  194-0,  together  with  tentative  indications  of  production  for  19^1,  f^-re 
given  in  table  6  of  this  r-eport.     In  computing  these  index  nxMibers,  the  quojiti- 
ties  of  farm  products  produced  for  sale  and  for  consumption  in  the  farm  home 
were  valued  at  the  average  prices  received  by  farmiers  during  the  years  1935-"39» 
These  values  v/ere  combined  into  groui:^s  and  are  e:.cpressed  as  indes.  numbers, 
with  the  years  1935-39  equol  to  100.    The  index  nuinber  of  all  crop  production 
also  includes  tobacco,   sugar  crops,  pe,?iiuts,  soybeans,  cowpeas,  hops,  hay,  and 
legume  and  grass  seeds, in  addition  to  the  crops  included  in  the  separate  group 
indexes.    Wool  and  mohair,  are  included  in  the  total  index  number  of  production 
of  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

Since  I909  the  total  volume  of  pg-ricultural  production  in  the  United 
Str.tes  has  increased  cat  the  rate  of  about  1  percent  a  year.     From  I909  to 
1926  the  rate  of  increase  was  about  1,5  percent  annually,  but  this  upv/ard 
trend  was  followed  by  a  relatively  stable  level  of  production  to  1931  -^"^^  ^ 
sharp  decline  in  output  during  the  drought  years.     From  1935  to  1-9^1  agri- 
cultural production  .again-  increased  sho.rply  and  in  I9U1  w.as  higher  than  in  any 
previous  year. 

Production  both  of  crops  ;^Jid  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  has 
follovred  a  similar  trend  from  I909  to  date  although  production  of  crops  has 
fluctuated  much  more  from,  year  to  year  than  the  production  of  livestock.  Pro- 
duction of  all  crops  increased  from  21  percent  of  the  1935'-39  average  in  I909 
to  a  record  high  of  II7.U  in  1937,  ^^'^-^  amounted  to  IO9.U  in  I9U1.  Production 
of  grains,  v/hile  fluctuating  v/ideljr  in.  .this  period,  has  shown  no  pronounced 
upward  or  downward  trend.    Production  of  cotton  since  I9I.O  also  has  fluctuated

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v/idely  and  has  reflected  the  spread  of  the  "boll  weevil  across  the  Cotton 
Belt,  the  marked  increase  in  cotton  output  during  the  1920's,  and  the  de- 
cline of  exports  in  recent  years  which  has  resulted  in  an  average  production 
during  the  past  10  years  nearly  10  percent  less  than  in  the  period  1909~1^« 
On  the  other  hand,  production  of  truck  cro-c-^  has  tripled  and  production  of 
fruits  and  nuts  has  douhled  since  1909;  s-iii  ''"here  has  been  a  pronounced  in- 
crease in  the  prodtiction  of  veg.rtahles  other  thari  truck  crops,  in  soybeans, 
peanuts,  sugar  crops,  and  tobacco. 

Production  of  all  types  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  has  tended 
upward  since  I909.    The  index  of  production  of  all  livestock  increased  from 
about  yS  percent  of  the  1935-39  average  in  I9O9-IO  to  II5  in  19i41.  The 
grea.test  increase  has  been  in  the  production  of  dairy  products,  which  in  19^1 
wa-s  about  7O-  percent  higher  than  in  I909.    The  output  of  meat  animals  in- 
creased about  25  percent  during  that  period  and  the  output  of  potiltry  products 
was  up  about  60  percent. 

The  fluctuations  in  the  production  of  crops  and  of  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  from  I909  to  date  are  shown  in  the  chart  on  the  following  ps-ge. 
Probably  the  most  outsto-nding  yea.rs  from  the  standpoint  of  crop  production 
have  been  191^!,  1920,  I926,  and  1937.    In  191^+  the  output  of  grains,  fruits, 
truck  crops  J  ;'nd  cotton,  were  all  at  record  high  levels  up  to  that  time.  The 
yeo,r  I92O  marks  the  peak  of  grain  production  and  dIso  v;as  a  very  favorable 
year  for  most  other  crops.    In  I926  the  cotton  crop  w;is  the  largest  on  record 
up  to  that  time,  a.nd  was  accompanied  by  better-than-average  crops  of  grains 
and  fruits.     In  1937  imusually  favore^ble  conditions  for  practically  all  crops 
combined  to  give  the  largest  totrl  crop  output  on  record,  with  the  output  for 
many  crops  reaching  record  high  levels  in  that  year. 

The  fluctuations  in  production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  are 
due  more  to  the  production  cycle  than  to  vrcather  conditions,  although  the 
drought  of  193^  was  accomponied  by  considerable  liquidation  of  livestock  over 
wide  areas.     In  1933  ^-  high  point  in  the  production  of  hogs  was  accompanied 
by  a  large  volume  of  output  of  ca,ttle  and  calves,  and  livestock  production 
reached  a  high  point  to  that  date,    Hoxv'evor,  in  the  following  ye;ir  the  heavy 
liquidation  of  meat  animals  more  thrji  offset  declines  in  production  of  dairy 
o,nd  poultry  products  and  a  new  high  record  of  output  was  made.    The  greatest 
drop  in  livestock  production  occurred  from  193^  "to  1935  ^'^^  resulted  largely 
from  the  heavy  liquidation  of  breeding  stock  in  193^  ^^cL  the  shortage  of  feed 
supplies.     Since  1935  "tb-e  production  of  all  types  of  livestock  has  increased 
sharply  and  in  19^1  was  at  substantially  higher  levels  than  in  any  previous 
yoTT,
